The King of Italy in Bad Company

One Mystery of Roman Religious Propaganda 

A few years ago the high Papal official agents in this coun- 
try, undeterred by the failure of the Virgin Mary to “protect” 
the Spanish and Portuguese Governments from the loss of 
their South American colonies, added to her responsibilities 
by placing this country under her “protection.” During the 
last year or two the daily press has reported a number of rob- 
beries of her statue in various churches, and when her church 
in Loreto was burned, her statue itself was destroyed by fire.

as the Virgin of Pity in Jalapa, State of Vera Cruz” had been 
entirely “destroyed with the exception of a painting of the 
Blessed Virgin, and worshippers in the church assert that the 
Virgin performed a miracle in saving the picture.” As we 
are told also that the church “was one of the wealthiest in 
Mexico,” one naturally wonders why the whole building and 
its contents were not preserved by miraculous power instead 


of only one painting. Truly mysterious are the workings of 
Papalist education! 
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| A French Abbe Urges Marriage for Priests 


The Abbe Maxime Ardot, Director of Solidarite Sacerdo- 
tale, a society of ex-priests, has, according to a Paris despatch 
to the New York “Times” (November, 25), directed an ap- 
peal to the Comite Republicain of the Eighth Arrondissement, 
asking that association’s aid in securing permission for 
French priests to marry. The Comite Republicain is concern- 
ing itself at present with the question of France’s falling birth 
rate, and the Abbe Ardot points out that marriage of priests 
would prove of considerable benefit to the nation in this 
respect. An object of the society of ex-priests is “to group 

all married Catholic priests and those who desire to marry, 
to safeguard and defend their just rights—for themselves as 
well as for their wives and children—and their situations.” 
At present any French Catholic priest who marries is un- 
frocked.

In an editorial in “Our Sunday Visitor,” Huntington, Ind., 
December 31, 1922, we read: “Intolerance promotes disunity, 
not union; it engenders hate, not brotherly love. Any move- 
ment which antagonizes a large group of people promotes 
disunion, and, because it violates the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion, is itself most un-American, and most unpatriotic.” 

In a long account of the forthcoming Encyclical from Pope 
Pius XI, a writer in “The Tablet,” December 30, 1912, says, 
after saying that “the Church does not interfere in purely 
human things,” “The Pontiff adds that he adopts the words 
of Benedict XV: ‘We tolerate nothing contrary to the liberty 
and dignity of the church, the benefits of which are benefits 
of the highest importance to the progress of civilization.’ ” 
This last assertion is contrary to the views of many people 
other than Protestants, but the spirit of the haughty, arrogant 
declaration shows that “the Rome of Bloody Mary’s time is 
just the same to-day.” — —

A Boston despatch to the “New York Times” (January 
19), says that “religious differences have wrecked the har- 
mony of the Woman’s Democratic Club of Massachusetts” 
causing the resignation of Mrs. Alice E. Cram, President, and 
the election of Mrs. Gertrude Hayes O’Leary. The immediate 
cause of the storm is said to have been an appeal by Miss

women shall no longer be barred from the priesthood or min- 
istry or any position of authority in the Church, but equally 
with men shall participate in ecclesiastical offices and digni- 
ties.” Mrs. Cram is quoted as saying: “I refuse to be af- 
filiated with women who mix politics and religion. 
Democrats, both men and women, oppose all progressive 
movements. They bring the church into everything.” A cyni- 
cal Protestant might be excused for suggesting that was the 
reason for their being in any political organization—in other 
words to obey the directions for the Roman Catholic laity 
given by Pope Leo XIII in the Encyclical “Immortale Dei”’— 
“to bring back the State to the pattern and form of Christian- 
ity that We have described.” Which means the destruction 
of all civil and religious liberty.

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IN MEMORY OF FATHER O’CONNOR 

A service of unusual significance was held at Christ’s 
Mission on Sunday, January 7th, when a number of persons 
spoke by invitation in a reminiscent vein respecting the 
Founder of the Mission, Rev. James A. O’Connor. It was 
hoped that Dr. David J. Burrell, the oldest member of the 
Board of Trustees in point of service, would be able to attend. 
Instead, he sent a letter, which is given here: 

My dear Dr. Voorhees: I am sorry that I cannot be at 
Christ’s Mission to hear what the friends of James A. O’Con- 
nor have to say about him. Dear man! How well I remem- 
ber our first meeting: it was at a Summer Assembly in Iowa 
about forty vears ago. I was a young parson then, and eager 
to see and hear the bold Irishman who had recently emerged 
from a priestly chrysalis into clearer air. It happened that 1 
was in charge of the meeting. When he came on the plat- 
form we shook hands with scarcely a word; and that hand- 
clasp has never been broken. What he said in the address 
that followed I cannot remember. Why should I? The great 
pavilion was crowded with an audience that listened spell- 
bound to the story of a man coming out of darkness into the 
glorious liberty of the children of God. At the close of the 
service we linked arms and walked over to my cottage by 
the lake; and what transpired there between us left James A. 
O’Connor and myself friends for ever and a day. 

All this comes back to me as I write, because of an old 
Bible that lies open before me. On the leaf between Malachi 
and Matthew are written these words: “A seeking sinner finds 
a seeking Saviour. James A. O’Connor, Clear Lake, July Ist, 
1883.” 

I care to say no more: There is no bond in heaven or on 
earth like a mutual interest in Christ. On that memorable 
day by the lake my friend and I set out together on the way 
down to Emmaus and our hearts burned within us as the 
Seeking Saviour talked with us. When we meet again it will 
be to know Him and each other better in the Kingdom of 
God. Meanwhile, a thousand blessings on Christ’s Mission, 
and upon all of the household of faith.

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One after another told of the characteristics of Dr. O’Con- 
nor—his faith, his courage, his courtesy to those who opposed 
his enlightening comments on current events, his eloquence 
in presenting divergent points of doctrine, his care and skill 
in sifting the true and the false among inquirers, his success 
in building up THe CoNvertep CatTnHotic and his constant 
helpfulness to and interest in the more than 150 priests whom 
it was his privilege to assist into the light and joy of Christian 
truth, and into worthy service in the world.

THE MATTER OF “SALVATION” 


He [the keeper of the prison at Philippi] said [to Paul 
and Silas]: Masters, what must I do, that I may be saved? 
But they said: Believe in the Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be 
saved.—Acts xvi. 30, 31. 


God hath not appointed us unto wrath, but unto the pur- 
chasing of salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ who died for 
us; that, whether we watch or sleep, we may live together 
with him.—1 Thessalonians v, 9, 10. 

Receiving the end of your faith, even the salvation of your 
souls.—I Peter 1, 9. 

Christ died for us; much more therefore, being now justi- 
fied by his blood, shall we be saved from wrath through him. 
—Romans vy, 9. 

We glory in God, through our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
we have now received reconciliation—Romans vy, 10. 

He is able to save for ever them that come to God by him. 
—Hebrews vi, 7. 

What is “Salvation”? 


According to the Century Dictionary (1899) it is “deliver- 
ance from the power and penalty of sin”: and the following 
quotation from Channing, “Perfect Life,” p. 277, is given: 
“According to the Scriptures, Salvation is to be rescued from 
moral evil, from error and sin, from the diseases of the mind, 
and to be restored to inward truth, piety and virtue.” 

From the foregoing it is evident that the salvation pre- 
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sented in the Catholic New Testament involves the following 
processes : 

1. The renunciation of everything in the life that the in- 
dividual feels to be contrary to the will of God. 

2. The exercise of the faith that “saves” in laying hold ot 
the personal share in the atonement made by Christ on the 
Cross for all men once for all. 

3. The reconciliation of the repentant sinner with God. 

4. The permanency of the presence and power of Christ in 
the life of those who come unto God by Him. 

This is the salvation sought by every pious Catholic and 
from the attainment of which they are in the great majority 
of cases barred by the teaching of their Church which in effect 
presents an incomplete sacrifice on the Cross, which must 
be supplemented by the continual offering of the ‘“unbloody 
sacrifice” of the Mass, and the good works of the individual: 
an incomplete forgiveness of sins, that must be supplemented 
by the absolution of the priest: and an incomplete deliverance 
from the guilt and power of sin, that must be supplemented by 
the fires of Purgatory, before the soul is fit for Heaven. 

In practice, the most pious Catholic may go to confession 
every Saturday, and to Mass every Sunday; may fulfil every 
duty prescribed by the Church and live up to the highest 
standard of conduct that it teaches, and at the end of life such 
a Catholic has nothing better to look forward to than an in- 
definite period spent in the sufferings of Purgatory, which 
are only about one per cent. less terrible than the torments of 
Hell itself. 

There is nothing in the Catholic Testament to justify any 
such system of belief, although of course various texts are 
taken out of their context in order to support the inventions 
of the Roman theologians. 

The pious Catholic who reads this will naturally inquire 
how the salvation referred to in the above quotations may be 
obtained. Of all the organized evangelical bodies The Sal- 
vation Army is perhaps the most successful in effecting—by 
the help of God—the greatest number of transformations in 
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the lives of sinners who follow the directions of Salvationists 
that are founded on the personal experience of those who 
point out to others the road they have traveled themselves. 
The New York “War Cry” (Jan. 11, 1923) under the caption 
“How to be Saved?” says: 

“You must: (1) Repent—that is, be sorry you have sinned, 
be ready to forsake sin, and, wherever possible, to put right 
wrongs you have done to God or man. (2) Ask God for 
Christ’s sake to forgive you. (3) Believe that He hears and 
answers your prayer. (4) Confess boldly that you have 
started to serve God. 

“You will now be in the position of a man who having 
walked in the wrong direction has turned round and started 
on the right way. Grace will be needed for every step, fierce 
temptations will have to be fought, and the new nature which 
will have been imparted to you will need to be watched over 
and cared for. God will be even more interested in your strug- 
gles than you are yourself. He will meet your every need if 
you look to Him.” 

The first step is usually the hardest—to “repent’’—‘to for- 
sake sin”; this is very different from mere 


“sorrow” for sin; 
although many people mistake one for the other. In many 
cases forsaking sin involves forsaking a means of livelihood— 
as in the case of the prison-keeper of Philippi, in the past, and 
as with many people in our own day, who are engaged in oc- 
cupations that involve participation in acts contrary to the 
laws of God—and not infrequently the laws of man also. A 
man who is making much money by the sale of liquor, for 
example, who was convicted of sin in an Army meeting, 
would, before he could obtain salvation from God, have to 
cease his violation of the Federal enactments, and his making 
eain out of the destruction of the bodies and souls of his fel- 
low-men. God will save you FROM your sins, but not IN 
them. 


There is a great difference between a thing being simple 
and being easy. At first sight the direction of the apostles to 
the Philippian jailer seems both simple and easy. Far from 
it. To “believe in the Lord Jesus” was a very serious matter 
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for him. Philippi was a Roman colony, and the man was pre- 
sumably a Roman citizen. To the average Roman mind we 
may reasonably suppose that Christ was merely one of a num- 
ber of Jewish leaders who had from time to time risen to lead 
revolts of more or less serious consequences against the Im- 
perial rule. The Jews were a queer people, anyhow. They 
had built a magnificent temple to a God who had forbidden 
them to make any visible representation of Him. They de- 
clared Him to be the only true God: that He was the Creator 
of the universe, and of Man himself: and that they were His 
own Chosen People, and the Law of Moses was of imme- 
diately Divine origin. - The system of ethics laid down by 
this law was admirable in itself but absolutely impossible 
of fulfilment in view of the constitution of human nature; 
more than that, the Jews themselves could not and did not 
keep it, so that an elaborate system of sacrifices of animals 
and of ceremonials was carried out by their priests in order to 
retain the favor of this invisible and singular Deity who was 
quite unlike any of their own gods, or those of any other na- 
tion they knew and who, further, had allowed them to be con- 
quered by the Roman legions. So much for the Jews as a 
people at large. Then had arisen a Man of humble birth, the 
son of a carpenter in a country town far from the learning 
and culture of Jerusalem. He was reported to have been of 
blameless life and it was even said that he had cured diseases, 
given sight to the blind, and even raised one or two persons 
from the dead (but then, of course, “you can never tell ;” “you 
can’t believe ail you hear’). That He should declare Himself 
to be the Son of the strange invisible Jewish Jehovah natur- 
ally suggested mental aberration: this attitude of mind how- 
ever, had not prevented him from paying His personal taxes 
to the (to Him) pagan Emperor, and he had also told His 
own priests that they were to render to Cesar the things that 
were Czsar’s. This formed a vivid contrast to the words of 
most of the leaders of Jewish sects that had made trouble for 
Rome. He had aroused the anger of the priests of His own 
religion, who had accused him to Pilate of being an enemy of 
the Emperor, and when the populace of Jerusalem had had 
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their choice between a condemned bandit and this apparently 
harmless mystic, they had called for the death of the latter, 
who had been crucified as a common malefactor between two 
thieves. Then there was a story to the effect that before His 
death He had predicted that He would rise from the dead on 
the third day—and stranger still, that He had done so— 
in spite of a Roman military guard specially detailed at 
Pilate’s orders, to prevent any removal of the body by the 
group of illiterate plebeian mystics who had accepted the 
teachings of Jesus. Furthermore, these prisoners in the 
Philippi prison were preaching and teaching the absurd doc- 
trine that Jesus had risen from the dead, was alive and both 
able and willing to save from the power and guilt of sin all 
who “believed in” Him. That these men were possessed of 
some supernatural power in the direction of casting out devils 
had been made manifest in the streets of the city. But to ac- 
cept this new cult coming from such a queer source and de- 
veloped under such a curious chain of circumstances appeared 
a serious matter—as indeed it was. 


To begin with, he would have to look for other means of 
support. As a servant of the Imperial Government, he was 
identified with a State that was officially associated with idola- 
try, and on certain occasions he would be required to take 
part in functions connected with the same. Then this new 
cult with its fantastic doctrine of the resurrection first of its 
Founder, in the past and then of its adherents in the future 
was “everywhere spoken against,” and individuals were often 
accused of being enemies of the State. The adherents, too, 
were chiefly, of the “lower orders” of the people, and despised 
by the culture, learning and philosophy of both Rome and 
Greece—to say nothing of those of the Jews themselves. And 
socially, he would become a good deal of a pariah. So that 
“believing in” Jesus while simple, was not easy. 


The foregoing considerations have been set forth in some 


detail, because they are, in whole or in part, very similar to 
those that confront inquiring Catholics to-day. 


In this connection—and with these considerations in view 
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the word “repent” in the Salvation Army directions, is a word 
of very deep and wide practical significance. 
Nevertheless this brand of “salvation” is well worth the 


price, as unnumbered thousands of people of every nation, 


kindred, tribe and tongue have proved from the days of Paul 
to 1923. It means peace with God, the presence of our Lord 
in the daily life, and liberation from the dominion of sin, 

And it lasts. Christ “is able to save forever them that 
come to God by him.” And that means all the days after 
death as well as all the days of this mortal life.

The Purpose of Papal Parochial Schools is to Promote and 
Perpetuate Priestcraft. 
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WHO OWNS THE ROMAN CHURCH IN THE JU. S.? 
To the Editor THe CoNvERTED CATHOLIC: 

This serious question is beginning to be asked in the 
United States. It will be a question that will shake the con- 
tinent. And the answer to it may astonish the people who 
hear it. 

There will be no way to dodge this question. It must be 
asked and it must be answered. It may be just as well to be 
prepared for it now, for, if we are prepared for it, when it 
comes, we may be able the better to answer it. 

There is no question but what the Roman Catholic Church 
as a corporation is the wealthiest body in the land. Who 
owns that wealth? That is the question that we shall be com- 
pelled some day to answer. The property of this corporation 
is worth hundreds of millions of dollars; it is increasing at a 
rapid rate. Somebody is the owner of it. Who is it? 

Already the influence of this vast property is felt in city 
and nation. It dictates the politics of parties and names the 
candidates ‘or public office. It knows that property rules the 
nation and its whole aim is to increase its property. By 
exempting its immense holdings from taxation the nation is 
strengthening the arm that is waiting to strike it. The prop- 
erty of the Roman Catholic Church, as a corporation is the 
most serious menace that threatens the existence of our 
nation. Who is the Roman Catholic Church? That must be 
found out. 

If the church sells a piece of its property and the bishop 
signs the deed, is he the owner of the property which he con- 
veys? Do the bishops of the church in the United States 
own the property of the Roman Catholic Chuch in the United 
States? Could the legal heirs of a Roman Catholic bishop 
claim the property of the church which he holds in his name? 

There is trouble ahead for this nation, and it is to be “re- 
ligious.” It cannot be avoided. We shall have to meet it. 
If a foreign potentate owns this property through his resident 
representatives and has enough followers in this country to 
dispute successfully the right of this country to protect itself, 
what will be the result? , 
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The exemption of church property from taxation has been 
one of the gravest and greatest errors which our nation has 
ever made. 

The vital question which the American people will wish 
to have answered is this: Who owns the Roman Church? 

(JUERIST. 

Without pretending to answer the important question 
propounded above, it may be said in the Oath of Roman Cath- 
olic Bishops, as printed in both Latin and English, in Tur 
CONVERTED CaTHOLIc, May, 1889, there are two clauses reading 
thus: “Papatum Romanum, et Regalia sancti Petri, adjutor 
eis ero ad retinendum et defendendum, salvo, meo ordine, 
contra omnem hominem”—“I shall help them to retain and 
defend the Roman Papacy and the ROYALTIES of St. Peter 
against all men, saving my own order.” The word here 
translated “Royalties” we have seen translated “regalities” 
and “temporalities”’—this last in the version of the oath taken 
by Cardinals Bourne, Farley, O’Connell and Falconio in 1911, 
by the Liverpool “Catholic Times” in December of that year. 
Another paragraph of the Bishop’s Oath reads thus: “‘Pos- 
sessiones vero ad mensam meam pertinentes non vendam, nec 
donabo, neque impignorabo; nec de novo infeudabo, vel aliquo 
modo alienabo, etiam cum consensu Capituli Ecclesiae meae, 
inconsulto Romano Pontifice.”—‘“I shall neither sell, give, 
mortgage, ENFEOFF anew, nor in any way alienate the pos- 
sessions that belong to my table, even with the consent of the 

chapter of my Church, without consulting the Roman Pon- 
tiff.” 

“The Catholic Times” in citing the oath taken by the Car 
dinals mentioned above, quotes this significant clause: “To 


try in every way to assert, uphold, preserve, increase, and pro- 
mote, the rights, even TEMPORAL, especially those of the 
CIVIL PRINCIPALITY, the liberty, the honor, privileges 
and authority of the Holy Roman Church of our Lord the 
Pope, and the aforesaid successors (capitals ours).”—Editor 
Tue CONVERTED CATHOLIC. 
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A SUGGESTION FOR CHURCH MEMBERS 
It is a matter of common knowledge that one of the princi- 
pal reasons why the Papal Peril has reached such formidable 
proportions as we see to-day is that the individual members 
of the evangelical churches know next to nothing of the 
fundamental differences between Papalism and Protestantism ; 


and that while they may be very “good” members of their 
respective denominations, their Protestantism is about 90 per 
cent. mere non-Catholicism.

or her own church. One way would be to ask the pastor to 
give a series of brief addresses—say at the weekly prayer- 
meeting on the points of fundamental difference between the 
religious cult of Rome and the religion of the New Testament 
lor example, he could take the various sections of the Creed 
of Pope Pius IV, and show not only how far the teachings of 
the Council of Trent expressed in that document are from the 
words of Christ and the writings of His apostles, but how 
those teachings work out in the daily lives of the Roman Cath- 
olic people.

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PAPALISTS RECRUITING FOR THE KU KLUX KLAN 


{Held over from last month] 


Without considering in any way the virtues or alleged 
vices of the Ku Klux Klan, the vassals of the Vatican in office 
in New York (and elsewhere) are running true to type in 
their methods of dealing with the Society. 

On November 23, Mayor Hylan sent a telegram from 
Lick Springs, Ind., to Police Commissioner Enright of New 
York City which is much the kind of document that the Duke 
of Alva might have sent to the burgomaster of a Belgian town 
during his bloodstained administration for which he received 
a cap and a sword from the reigning Pontiff. Any ordinary

normal “American” mayor who had heard reports of alleged 
misdoings of the Klan, would, under such circumstances, have 
told the city officials something of the charges made against 
the Society, and directed them to ascertain whether any mem- 
bers of the Klan in this city were misbehaving or likely to do 
so: if upon investigation, such persons were breaking any 
law, the proper proceedings should be instituted against them. 
Nothing like that for Mayor Hylan. So far as the Mayor’s 
telegram goes, the Police Commissioner is left entirely with- 
out information as to what the alleged misdoings of the Klan 
really are, and what the basis of very drastic action is to be. 
The telegram says that “dispatches from New York indi- 
cate that the Ku Klux Klan is getting busy” in this Holy City. 

: “Tf this be so I desire you to treat this group of racial and re- 
ligious haters as you would the Reds and bomb throwers. 
Drive them out of our city as rapidly as you discover them.” 
Even Reds and bomb throwers, as individuals, could hard-

ly be “dealt with” except according to law, which would, we 
presume, be by means of court proceedings in which definite 
accusations would have to be made good before the “dealing 
with” was complete. Commissioner Enright is told, however, 
to drive members of the Klan “out of our city” as rapidly as

he discovers them. The Commissioner has discovered at least 
one: but at time of writing Dr. Oscar Haywood has not been 
“driven out.” 





Further on the society is described as “vicious and destruc- 
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tive” although no particulars are given. Although the “char- 
acter and purpose” of the Klan is said to be “a menace to our 
city, state and nation” again details are lacking. “Do not 
leave a stone unturned to ferret out these despicable, disloyal 
persons who are attempting to organize a society the aims 
and character of which are of such a character that were they 
to prevail the foundation of our country would be destroyed.” 
Silence as to these “aims” and their “character” prevails. 

In the concluding paragraph the mayor expresses regret 
that any ministers “have anything to do with an organization 
whose purpose is as vile as that of the Klan.” One is re- 
minded on reading it of some of the coarse and vituperative 
paragraphs of “The Western Watchman” when the late Dr. 
Phelan (of “to-Hell-with-the-Government” notoriety) was 
the dean of the Papal press in this country. 


Canon Chase’s Inquiry and Findings 


In contrast to the foregoing is a statement by Canon 
Chase, of Brooklyn, in the New York “Tribune” (Nov. 27). 
He said: 

“Mayor Hylan, says it is a vicious and destructive secret 
society, a menace to our city, state and nation. A committee 
of Congress which spent several days hearing the evidence of 
detectives engaged by a great metropolitan newspaper and 
examining the heads and leaders of the order decided differ- 
ently. 

“This pulpit desires to know and guide its hearers cor- 
rectly into the whole truth. From an officer of the order quali- 
fied to speak in its behalf I asked for a statement concerning 
the organization of the Klan. I received the following state- 
ment: 


“The Ku Klux Klan is built upon the Constitution of the 
United States. It is a fraternal, patriotic order devoted to 
maintaining the primitive ideals of the Republic. Every mem- 
ber joining it takes an oath to support the Constitution of the 


United States, to be loval to the flag and obey the laws of the 
state in which he lives.” . . . 


“It is a movement which has arisen from the conviction 
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that various secret oath-bound organizations recognized by 
the Roman Catholic and Jewish churches are organized to ex- 
ercise an invisible control over our legislators and police, 
judicial and administrative officials. These organizations 
which are raising the outcry against the Klan have by their 
secret political activities for selfish race and religious purposes 
called the Klan into existence. 

“The chief differences between it and those organizations, 
the Knights of Columbus and the B’nai B’rith or Kehilla, is 
that members of the Klan have appeared publicly in masked 
regalia and that it has publicly announced its protest against 
the growing lawlessness which is being incited by persons 
who reject the primitive ideas of our Republic. ... 

“This is the freest land in the world. Its citizens are the 
most tolerant of all nations, even to the point of being stupid 
when its enemies are plotting to destroy it. But it is no virtue 
to be stupid, indifferent, to be unable or afraid to oppose the 
enemies of our government.” 

One difference between Mayor Hylan and Canon Chase 
is that the latter says he took pains to ascertain the facts, and 
the mayor gives no suggestion of having done so. 

Another method of opposition peculiarly Catholic is the 
publication of names of local membership for the purpose of 
depriving them of their livelihood, quite irrespective as to any 
activity—or inactivity—of the individual. That is, because a 
newspaper in another State says that the Klan committed some 
offence against the law, a member in New York is to be ostra- 
cised and persecuted, without any regard even as to whether 
such newspaper statement had any foundation in fact. A 
member of the Board of Trustees of the Mission heard Dr. 
Hillis say, in an address in Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, on 
Sunday, December 3, that he had been at pains to write to 
the local authorities at several places where alleged “outrages” 
at the hands of members of the Klan had taken place, and in 
every case the reply was to the effect that nothing of the kind 
alluded to had occurred there. 

The boycott, however, is a game that two can play at; and 
if employers discharge persons from their factories and offices 
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merely because they belong to the Klan if the Klan should 
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make public the names of those firms, said firms may suffer 
a very unpleasant diminution in business. The fact of the 
matter is that the American people have at last begun to 
wake up to the menace of the Papal Peril, and Mayor Hylan 
in the role of the Duke of Alva is heading for a situation likely 
to prove more than disagreeable both for himself and the alien- 
allegianced high priests of his Church. 

The New York “Sun” (December 5), contained a despatch 
from Kansas City, Mo., which said that the Rev. Roger O. 
Fife, speaking in the Temple Christian Church, assailed 
Mayor Hylan of New York City and predicted that as a result 
of this opposition, “ten thousand Middle Western merchants 
will refuse to go to New York this spring to buy goods.” 

Not to be outdone by Mayor Hylan in the use of vituperative 
language, on November 28, a resolution (which was passed 
unanimously) was introduced in the Board of Aldermen by 
Aldermen Murray W. Stand, Martin J. Healy, John B. Hen- 
rich and Geo. B. Harris. This document, like the Mayor’s ful- 
mination, is devoid of any statement of fact as a base for action 
beyond the Mayor’s say-so. The first “whereas” reads thus: 

“Whereas an outlaw organization, which has outraged 
every shred of decent citizenship, through one of its hire- 
lings has openly declared the intention of that organization, 
the Ku Klux Klan by name, of capturing this city.” The 
second indicates anxiety not for the property or the safety, or 
the peace of the city, but relates that the Mayor has ordered 
action before “the Klan makes any great headway or 
any immense inroads upon the MINDS of the citizens of this 
city,” the said citizens apparently not being considered capa- 
ble of looking after their own opinions or intellectual pro- 
cesses. The third sets before the police the curious task of 
running “down to its very source this nest of scavengers and 
profiteers.” No hint is suggested as to where the “source” 


of this “nest” is or how the “scavengers and profiteers” are 


to be dealt with, or how said source is to be “run down.” The 
last paragraph pledges the Board to the “elimination of ele- 
ments” that displease its members. So perhaps after all, we 
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may yet see a real old-fashioned auto-da-fe in the City Hall 
Park, with all the appropriate trimmings of the days of the 
Spanish Inquisition. Further down in the New York “Times” 
account we learn, without surprise (in view of these curiously 
worded documents of instructions) that Commissioner En- 
right was non-committal as to what steps the police had taken 
to perform the various stunts prescribed. He presumably 
has some knowledge of the law and probably sees difficulties 
in the way of the “elimination” of American citizens because 
they belong to a society that the Mayor and Aldermen do not 
like, unless they break some law. Also, running down a nest 
“to its source” offers practical problems to a practical mind 
as his must be. Even if the Mayor and Aldermen do not con- 
sider the legal bearings of his task, he has to take them into 
consideration—for their sakes as well as his own. 


It is worthy of note that “The Literary Digest”—which 
certainly cannot be accused of being an anti-Catholic publica- 
tion devotes no less than three columns to material from vari- 
ous sources under the head “A Defense of the Ku Klux Klan,” 


in the issue of January 20, 1923. 
a 


“The Tablet” (Brooklyn) of January 20, says, in an article 
about the Ku Klux efforts in New York and vicinity: “Long 
rolls containing the names and business enterprises of Klans- 
men are on file. Later it may be necessary to publish this 
list and thereby hit the hooded membership in the most vul- 
nerable of all spots—the pocket nerve. This has been done 
successfully in Chicago.” This is, of course, another way of 
saying that as the priests of Rome have not yet the power to 
take the lives of those who wish to prevent their domination 
of our nation, they will do their utmost to deprive them of 
their livelihood. And yet these vassals of the Vatican call 
themselves “Americans.” The objection of the Papal offi- 
cials to the “hoods” is, it seems to us, a little ungracious, be- 
cause these head-dresses are almost identical with those de- 
picted in history books as those worn by the “familiars” of 
that typically Papal institution—the Spanish Inquisition. 
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EXPULSION OF THE PAPAL DELEGATE FROM 
MEXICO 

On January 13, an executive order was issued by President 

Obregon of Mexico ordering the expulsion, within seventy- 
two hours of Mgr. Ernesto Filippi, the Papal Apostolic Dele- 
gate from the country, for having been the directing head of 
huge outdoor services on the 11th at Silso, State of Guana- 
juato at the dedication of a statue of Christ. Such alleged 
action was a violation of the prohibition of open-air religious 
processions and services, in Article 33 of the Constitution. 
Upon arrival in Mexico City Mgr. Filippi said there had been 
no violation either of the spirit or the letter of the law. “It 
was an outdoor service in no sense of the word. I merely 
blessed the cornerstone and the entire ceremony took less 
than twenty minutes.” A despatch from Laredo, Tex., to the 
New York “Times” (January 19), quoted Mgr. Filippi as say- 
ing that “President Obregon objected to the founding in 
Mexico of the Knights of Columbus and Catholic Daughters 
of America, and had charged the clergy with meddling in 
politics.” If this is true, it shows that President Obregon is 
a wise man, and the American people will do well to heed the 
warning conveyed in his somewhat drastic action. These 
Catholic rulers know a great deal more about the workings 
of the Papal politico-ecclesiastical machine than many of the 
ignorant, ill-informed non-Catholics whose utterances are 
quoted by the Papal propaganda press. 
. In conversation with-a friend of the Editor, a gentleman 
holding a position in a large establishment in Philadelphia in 
which many girls are employed, remarked: “It is a curious 
thing, but nearly all the Catholic girls choose Protestant 
girls as personal chums.” 

“Oh,” said our friend, “that is for purposes of propaganda, 
of course.” 

“Not at all,” was the reply. “It is because they cannot 
trust the girls of their own Church—they don’t know how 
much of their own personal affairs might not be told to the 
priest in the confessional.”

REV. JAMES A. O’CONNOR AND HIS WORK 

All the way down through the ages it has been God’s way 
to call certain individuals out from their surroundings to go 
forth for Him and with Him into an unknown future: and to 
honor their faith, courage and obedience by using them in 
the achievement of great things—great in the eyes of men as 
well as of Himself. 

One of Three Great Pioneers 

Pastor James A. O’Connor is the third great pioneer of 
powerful religious movements with whom the writer has had 
sufficient personal acquaintance to give him excellent oppor- 
tunities to know their personal characteristics as well as the 
large tasks committed to their hands, James Hudson Taylor, 
the Founder of the China Inland Mission, and Catherine 
Booth, without whom the Salvation Army had never been, 
being the other two. No one acquainted with the facts can 
deny that the lifework of each of these forms a powerful factor 
in the religious life, thought and work of the great world 
to-day. 

In the make-up of his character Pastor O’Connor united 
some of the elements of success most conspicuous in each of 
the others. His intense love for all the Roman-Catholic peo- 
ple, manifested by a manner of language and bearing that, 
though thoroughly virile, could almost be called affectionate ; 
his learning and his polished courtesy, and above all, the sim- 
plicity of his “child-like” faith in God, were among the things 
that reminded one of Hudson Taylor. While his lion-like 
courage, his unshakable devotion to duty, his unmoveable 
determination to act upon and maintain the principles of right- 
eousness and truth at any and all cost, and his boldness in re- 
sisting the assaults of forces of evil were as conspicuous in 
his life as in the strenuous career of the Mother of the Salva- 
tion Army. 

Like both he passed through great tribulation caused not 
only by the contradiction of sinners, but by the opposition, 
either active or passive, of many who might reasonably have 
been expected to come up to the help of the Lord against the 
mighty.

The Largeness of the Work 

Let none be misled by appearances into the delusion that 
’astor O’Connor’s work was small or insignificant. For 
thirty-two years his public services were always attended by 
large congregations, of which more than half were usually 
Roman Catholics; yet the thousands of individuals who re- 
ceived benefit from personal interviews, by correspondence 
and by the contents of THE CoNvERTED CaTHOLIc far outnum- 
bered those who heard him proclaim the glorious Gospel of 
the blessed God, set forth the principal errors of Roman doc- 
trine, or warn the American people of the peril to the nation 
involved in the aggressions of the Papal hierarchy in con- 
junction with the folly of the methods employed by prominent 
politicians to capture “the Catholic vote.” 

Interviews and Correspondence 

The days were few and far between when “the way out” of 
some spiritual, intellectual or temporal trouble was not 
pointed out to some member of the Roman Catholic Church 
With wise courtesy or prudent counsel. 

His correspondents included ecclesiastics of the Roman 
Church, not a few of them readers of THe CoNvEeRTED CaTHO- 
Lic in this and other countries, and if certain bishops knew 
how many of their priests had first-hand acquaintance with 
Pastor ©’Connor’s wise sympathy and circumspect sagacity 
they would be under no misapprehension as to the failure of 
the Encyclical Pascendi to accomplish the purpose for which 
it was issued, at any rate in New York and its vicinity. Only 
a short time before his death four New Jersey priests came 
to Christ’s Mission within one week for counsel and advice. 

Understood by New York Priests 

That the true character of Christ’s Mission and its work is 
well known among the priests of New York was shown about 
the same time when a priest from New Mexico who had 
some controversy with his Archbishop, on relating the affair 


to some brother priests, said he was thinking of consulting 
Pastor O’Connor. They told him plainly that he would not 
obtain any help from him in fighting the authorities of his 
Church; that he would only be dealt with on the spiritual side 
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of things and hear reasons for leaving the Roman Catholic 


Church and becoming a Protestant. To which he replied to 
the effect that he was nearly one already. 
His Influence Within the Church 

Besides the record of having assisted some 160 priests not 
only out of the bondage of Rome, but into positions of us« 
fulness in the world, the greater number having become pas 
tors, evangelists and missionaries of the true Gospel of Christ, 
the number of those still in the Church who have been enlight- 
ened, instructed and advised in personal interviews ands in 
correspondence, must of necessity be many times as great. 
The number of his visitors from the ranks of the laity was as 
large as of priests; while the frequency with which he was 
consulted by persons who found themselves in many kinds of 
trouble due to “mixed marriages,” either their own or those of 
relatives, supplied him with enough knowledge of inside facts 
to constitute him a unique authority on that vexed question 

Pastor O’Connor’s Methods 

Pastor O’Connor’s methods of work were well worthy ot 
the careful attention of all who desire, whether from re 
ligious or patriotic motives, or a combination of both, to com 
bat the political effects of the sinister activities of the agents 
of the Vatican in all free countries. 

These methods have been completely vindicated by their 
success extending over many years and tested under a grea 
variety of circumstances, 

Light v. Darkness 

The first noteworthy feature was fhe plain setting forth of 
Gospel truth as distinguished from the exposure and denunci 
ation of error. 

This was equally manifest in dealing with congregations 
or individuals. For example, when a priest called upon him 
for conference the pastor’s first words on religion were an 
inquiry with regard to his visitor’s standing with God as an 
individual quite apart from any human organization, and then 
the way of life through Christ, and Him alone, was plainly set 
forth. Unless the visitor raised some point of doctrine no 


controversial issue was even mentioned. Even then the truth 
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was stated in its affirmative form—no arguments were 
directed against the particular error in question. 


The Public Services 

This proclamation of the Truth as it is in Jesus was always 
the most conspicuous feature of the services. As it was un- 
certain just how long any one of the Roman Catholics present 
would remain, immediately after the Gospel hymn and the 
prayer with which every meeting opened, Pastor O’Connor 
gaye a Gospel address so worded that while specific reference 
to any Roman error was carefully omitted, the facts were 
emphasized that Christ loved every sinner and that “a seeking 
sinner” could at any time find “a seeking Saviour” by accept- 
ing the invitation to “come unto Him,” in believing repent- 
ance, that no human instrumentality was necessary to assist 
this “coming,” and Jesus Christ was the only Mediator be- 
tween the sinner and God. It was also stated plainly that 
Christ was able so to keep those who found salvation through 
His atoning sacrifice that no one’s spiritual life need be a 
continual round of confession and absolution. 

If later in the meeting he had occasion to deal with some 
specifically Roman doctrine or topic he always had his au- 
thorities at hand so that controversy as to matters of fact was 
made impossible. It is quite safe to say that no Roman Catho- 
lic who ever attended a service at Christ’s Mission could ever 
be quite the same again as he was before. He had at least 
heard the true Gospel if for the first time in his life. 


His “Safety” 


Another feature of his work was, for want of a better word, 
his “Confidentialness.” Everyone felt that Pastor O’Connor 
was a perfectly “safe” man to trust. Nor did he win this repu- 
tation without method as well as by his personality. 

He never asked a caller his or her name (unless a priest 
were seeking admission to Christ’s Mission), where they lived 
or any other question likely to cause embarrassment. He 
made all who heard him in meetings or who came to see him 


personally feel that he was as safe as he was sagacious and 
as prudent as he was good. 
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Accuracy and Authority 


His statements, whether of doctrine or of fact, were invari- 
ably accurate and supported by authority. Where names and 
dates were concerned special care was exercised in this respect. 
On this point it is, perhaps, enough to say that in all the 
twenty-seven years of the publication of THE CoNVERTED 
CATHOLIC not a single statement in it has been traversed by 
any representative of Rome. 

Unfailing good temper, to which was closely allied his 
native sense of humor, contributed largely to his success. He 
frequently said that but for his ability to see and appreciate 
the lighter side of life and of controversy he “would have 
been dead long ago.” To the possession of these gifts was 
due, in some measure, the absence of bitterness not only in 
the manner, but the matter of his discussion of controversial 
subjects, both in print and on the platform. Nor was this 
absence of bitterness merely a “method”; he felt none in his 
heart toward the representatives of the Vatican in any coun- 
try. So far as the Catholic people as a whole were concerned 
“affection” would really be a better word than “love” to 
express his feelings toward them. One religious order only 
excepted, he regarded all the hierarchical agents .of the Curia 
as doing their duty as they saw it, having a zeal for God, but 
not according to knowledge. Of course, this feeling was modt- 
fied to a greater or less degree with regard to individuals, but 
it inspired his attitude toward both priests and people. 

He was an excellent preacher in that his sermonettes were 
marvelous combinations of learning, theology and sound evan 
gelical truth set forth in such simple language that children 
listened to him with as much pleasure as their elders. On 
occasions, however, he passed from the preacher to the orator, 
providing for his hearers an exhibition of intellectual power 
and learned eloquence that few of them ever forgot. He 
possessed the faculty of making his hearers “cry one minute 
and laugh the next,” but whatever might be the occasion of 
his utterances no one could listen to him without being made 
to feel that he was a gentleman in deed and in truth. 

No priest was ever received into Christ’s Mission who had 
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not his “faculties,” showing that he was in good standing. It 
was no refuge for a priest who had a quarrel on hand with 
his bishop, or who had merely grown weary of the discipline 
or duties imposed by the Church. If such came—and come 
they did—they were treated with courtesy and given good 
advice; but the resources of the Mission were only placed at 
the disposal of those who wished to leave the Church on 


religious grounds. 


His lines literally went out into all the earth. Not only did 
Tur CoNvertep CaTHoLic go to every State and territory in 
this country and Canada, but to every Catholic country on 
earth. To the Protestant missionaries in lands still under the 
domination of Rome it has been for many years a treasure 
house of good things of which they have made abundant use. 
To monasteries in remote Asiatic lands it has carried the light 
of the Gospel and made plain the path of deliverance for the 
body as well as the soul. 

\nd in Rome also. One priest who came to Christ’s Mis- 
sion said that he first learned of its existence while filing 
copies of Tit CoNvertep Catuo.ic for the Vatican authori- 
ties and that most of the copies he handled were heavily scored 
in many places, showing the care with which the officials of 
the Curia had read the contents. 

Pastor O'Connor was to the very end in touch with Roman 
Catholics, and not a few of them were present at his funeral 
service. One of his last acts as a minister of the Gospel was 
the uniting in marriage of a Roman Catholic and Protestant. 

In his death the Roman Catholic people have lost one of 
the most sincere, zealous and faithful friends and champions 
who have appeared since the days of Luther. And the Roman 
Catholics of this country, at least, never stood in greater need 
of his powerful influence and his gentle, gracious message 
than to-day, 

By his life and methods of work he has afforded to the 
whole world demonstrations not only of the possibility of suc- 
cess in labors for the evangelization of the Roman Catholic 
people, which he frequently declared was the most pressing 


and important form of missionary effort for the Church of 
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Christ to-day, but of the large results that must surely follow 
the faithful adoption of his principles and methods by all who 
desire the fulfilment of the purpose that formed the inspiration 


of his noble life and endless sacrifice of arduous toil. 

One word more must be said. All these years Mrs. O’Con- 
nor has fulfilled every duty and performed every task that has 
fallen to her lot as a most faithful helpmeet and one whose 
unique talents of head and heart abundantly qualified her for 
the position to which it pleased God to call her. 

srought up in the Roman Catholic Church and also a mem- 
ber of a “priestly” family, she was thoroughly acquainted with 
the Roman point of view, as to which she was frequently put 
to the test. At the meetings she usually sat in the back part 
of the chapel so that when the services were over she could 
help any members of the congregation who had become en- 
lightened—more or less, perhaps, against their will. 

Mrs. O’Connor knows well how to put the truth before 
the mind darkened by Papal superstition, and many a priest 
has gone forth from Christ’s Mission to preach the Gospel 
giving God thanks that he ever came under the influence of 
her wise and gracious ministry. oe Bh
